Following upon December, 1560, which had a
mean temperature 482 degrees below the
average for the month since 1790, January
opened the year now drawing to a close with a
mean temperature of 4107, or 972 degrees
above the average of eighty-one years. Although
falling about three degrees balow the highest
mean for the mounth on record, the mean tem- |
perature of Jannary, 1870, exceeded by several
degrees the highest recorded in this vicinity in a |
quarter of a century. The nearest upprmch to it
was amean of 5090 degrees in 1858. The tempera-
ture of February, wilh a mean of 5103 degrees,
was pnusnally mild, although not extraordinn-
rily o, being exceeded In 1560 by 2°75 degrees,
and in 1857 by 710 degrees, February of the
latter year being the miidest on record. Taking
the three winter months together, the mean
temperature exceeded the average of 81 years
by 6 30 degrees, but still fell more than hulfl o
degree below the highest on record, that of 15825
and 1851,

The mid-winter “‘heated term” term'nated on
the 20th of February, and Lhe mean temperature
of March fell 1 20 degrees below the average for
eichty-one yeara, April witnessed a return to
unneual warmth, the mean temperature being
5950 degrees, or 223 degrees above the average.
{n the %Sth, the thermometer at the Penusyl
vapia Hospital stood at S5 degrees. May
maintained the unvsual warmth of the season,
with a mean temperature ol G52 dezrees, or
258 degrees above the average. The three
spring months taken together showed a mean |
temperature of 5220 degrees, or 198 degreos
above the average of eighty-one years, |

In June a sweltering summer was Inaugu- |
rated with a mean temperature of 7735 de-
grecs, 566 degrees above the average for the
month, and more than a third of a degree in |
excees of any mean tempeéerature for Jupe on
record. The hizhest point attained, 955 de-
Ereen. on the 28ih, had frequently been exceeded

efore; but the geveral Lilgh range of the thor-
momeler during the month rendered its mean
temperature higher than any on previous record.
July showed a mean ol S003 de-
grece, 4% degrees above the average, and |
within about a third of a degree of the highest
means on record, those of 1708 and 1868. The
excessively hot spell of July, 1870, lasted 13
days—one day louger thao that of July, 18558 — |
rendering it altogetber the most oppressive
month on record, although the mean and maxi-
mum poiots had been elightly exceeded In the
past. The mean temperature of August was |
7877 degrece, or 501 degrees above the average,
and within two-thirds of a dezree of the highest
en record, that of 1865, The three summer |
monthe together hud n mean temperature ol
79 92 degrees, 530 degzrees above the average |
and the highest om record. On thirty-threec |
days duriug the three months the thermometer |
at the Pennsylvania Hospital rose above 90 de-
grees, while In some sectlons of the city less
sheltered it went up to and above 100 dezroes.

Beptember opened moderately, but unusual
warmth was soon mapifested and the mean
reached 705 degrees, 424 degrees above the
average. October followea with a mean of
00-18 degrees, 540 degrees above the average,
and November,with a mean of 4627 degrees, or
286 degrees above the average, rendered the
autumn of 1870 the hottest on record. The
mean temperature of the three months was
58 U7 degrees, 4'18 degrees above the average,
and more than a third of o dogree above that of
the automn of 1866, the wurmest previousiy
recorded.

The mean temperature of December has been
3567 degrees, U 14 dezrees above the average
of the mean temperatures of December for
elghty-one years. The average maximum tem-
perature of the month was 3071 degrees, the
average minimum 31-03 degrees; the highest

point attained, 55 degrees, on the 5L and 12th:
the lowest point, 11 degrees, on the 24th. Oa
the 10th, the thermowmeter at the Peonsylvanin
Hospital first sunk below the Treezing polnt,
and on six days only thereafter did it fail to
touch it. Extreme cold weather has been noted
in many portions of the country, aspeclally in
the West, where the mercury has frequeatly
been reported below zero during the last two
weeks.
